Dear Mr. Chairman: 


You will recall that at the Hearing before your demnittee on 13 dune 
1955, at which authorization of a new headquarters building for the Sentral 
Intelligence Asency was considered (Title IV of H.%. 5700), there was some 
discussion as to the proposed locaticn of this new construction in view of 
the over-all Government dispersal policy. As I sxplainei at that time, we 
had carefully considered thig metter, and because ovr work entails sueh cen- 
stent. and immediate personal consultation with cther Gcvernment agencies, 
particularly the white House, the National Security Council, the Pepartuert 
of State, and the Department of Jefense, and because for security reasons a 
great deal of our business cannct be conducted by telephone, we had con- 
Cluded that our effectiveness would be seriously reduced if we were located 
at a considerable distance from these agencies. Accordingly, on 7f Nevember 
195) we requested an exception to current dispersion standards frcm the si- 
rector of the Office of Defense Mobilization who, on 3] Secember 195k, cen- 
curred in our request. I am attaching copies of this cerrespondence heretc. 


In view of the interest expressed by you and the members of your Com 
mittee, as well as by members of the Senate Subcommittee before whom we el.so 
testified, I carefully reviewed the preposed Iocation cn 1) June with or. 
Flemming, Director of the Office of Defenze Mcbilization, a representative of 
the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, and others. As a regult of this 
review we have reaffirmed the necessity to locate cur headquarters within 
close proximity to the ‘istrict of Columbia. At the sama time, these of fi- 
cialg recognized that this excepticn in our behalf would not in aay way be 
considered ag a precedent for other Government agencies. The Adwinistration 
supports this position. 
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As one of the pesaible locations for cur building we desire to consider 

Gevernce med lend at the esearch Station of the Bureau of Public 
Roads at Langley fn Fairfax County, Virginia. As I testified before jour 
Committes, however, thie site wuld not be feasible without the extension cf 
the George Washington Parkway f: om its present terwizes near fpeut far: tc the 
Berean of Public Soade property. Altheugh this extension is iefinitely 
planned for the future, I an informed that the Department of the Intericr does 
not have fends in its badget for Miscal Year 1956 with which to undertake 
this ———: the estiuated cost of whieh is $€,500,000. ‘The Bureau cf 
the Budget, hae, therefore, authorised us tc scbmit fer your consideration « 
revision of Title IY of 5.8. S700 which wuld provide authorisation fer this 
Parkway extension if the Langley site sheuld be finally selected. If the 
Langley site is selected, Nl ramgetinat fiend mpi arel Ape belie hieye tion A ph fa 
the $6,000,000 requested for the acquisition of leni, alace the installetion 
ee ee land already owned by the dovernnent. Altemmatively, 
if Langley is not selected, we would necessarily ues funds authorised fer the 
acquisition of land which vould watonatically cancel the requested euwtherity 
for funds to extend the George “Washington “ariovay. 


A copy of our proposed revision cf Mtle 1V cf 4.0. 5700 is attached here- 
with and a copy of it was handed to “tr. chart yesterday. %r. Smart informed 
us that your Comittee had already reported cut H.%. 5760 with the langeage of 
Title IV as originally requested. It wan his cpinion that we should request 
the Senate iraed Per psu abaya tle which has net vet reported out tte ver- 
sion of the Military Constraction 8111, to include the revised languase as 
Title IV of their vereion, rather than seek to amend 8.8, 5700 on the floor ef 
the Heume. We have, therefore, addressed « letter along these Lines to Sena- 
ter Stems, Chairean of the Subsomaittes on ‘eal Estate and Military Crn- 
struction. However, I alec wantet to inaure thet you were fully advised as te 
the action we propesed te take.
